Wong，who runs his own realty 
and_ investment firm in China- 
town， is the current president of 
the _ powerful Ning Yung Bene-

brings him three 2-month terms 
this vear as Six Companies presi- 
dent. (Wong's first term ends this 
month and his other terms are 
May-June and Sept.-Oct ,) 

The usual New Year message 
from the Chinese Six Companies 
president does not get much 
bevond a harmless，non-contiro- 
versial greeting. This week VWong 
issued a statement outlining four 
social areas for the community to 
concentrate upon: housing，secur- 
ity against crime，language Skill 
training as the gatewav to employ- 
ment and efforts against discrim- 
ination .

Although he did not attend last 


weeks meeting with Chief Admin-， 


istrative Officer Roger Boas abonut 
Registrar Thomas Kearnevy，Wong 
has strongly objected to Kearmnev's 
slurs of the Chinese community， 
As Six Company president，Wong 
wrote to Feinstein last month 
demanding that Kearney be either 
dismissed or apologize publiclv for 
his remarks. As president of both 
Ning Yung Association and the 
Chinese Real Estate Association , 
Wong was instrumental in getting 
those organizations support 
against 下 earney.

Hopeful of engendering a spirit 
of cooperation among federal and 
local 。 government and com- 
manitv grOuUpS$，Wong sees Six 
Companies cooperating ”more 
closely with community groups 
toward common goals，He hopes 
that Six Companies will be able to 
hire a full-time secretary to 
coordinate Dositive actions on 
these issues. 

Wong said that the commun- 
itv needs modern housing，which 
may include some easing of th' 
building height restrictions in 
Chinatown. He also believes that 
it is unrealistic to think that 
outsiders will come in and change 
the face of Chinatown，since the 
land costs are so high .
